Kepublieau and Democratic politi- 


cians iu their platforms, speeches and 
newspaper articles, lay great stress on 
the words "maintaiug the parity of 
gold and silver." 
They endeavor to 


make it appear by sophistry and false 
assertions that they favor such parity 
while doing all in their power to pre- 
vent it. 
Lexicographers define purity 


as " the condition of being equal in 
state or degree," therefore the parity 
of gold and silver is not maintained 
and cannot be maintained tinder exist- 
ing laws and the regulations of the 
treasury department. 
The mints are 


open for the coinage of gold and closed 
against silver. A miner can take his 
gold to the mint and get its full value 
in coin. 
The mints will not receive 


silver for coinage upon any terms. The 
treasury department buys a limited 
quantity at the price that European 
speculators place upon it and stores it 
in the treasury vaults until corned. A 
note iasued in payment of this bullion 
is presented at the treasusy and is re- 
deemed in gold and it is now an- 
nounced as the policy of the admiiys- 
tration that this custom will be ad- 
hered to even if it becomes necessary 
to issue bonds and increase the inter- 
est-bearing debt to procure gold for 
the purpose. 


The fact is each and every adminis- 


tration since 1873 has exerted its influ- 
ence to de&troy the parity of gold and 
silver, by discriminating against silver. 
The mints are closed against it, not a 
silver dollar is paid out of the treasury 
to cancel a government obligation and 
yet the so-called servants of the people, 
who are in reality the tools of Wail 
street, try to deceive them by prating 
about their determination to maintain 
the parity of gold and silver. If thib 
or the preceding administration hon- 
estly desired to keep gold and silver 
equal in degree, the silver bullion now 
stored in the treasury vaults would be 
coined and used in the commercial 
transactions of the country either as 
standard dollars or in silver certificates, 
which to thoso who dislike coin, is a& 
convenient and valuable for every pur- 
pose as greenbacks or treasury notes. 


While the mints are closed to silvei 


and it is treated as a commodity ana 
the administration, le&t it should of- 
fend Wall street, will not redeem tht 
notes pciid tor bilver in silver, as the 
laws of congress authorize it to do, tint, 
deinogogic cry of indintaming tilt 
parity of gold diid silver is the veriest 
bo&a. Open the mints to silver as well 
as to gold and pay a reasonable propor- 
tion ol tlie government, obiigationb in 
silver dollars or paper representing 
tneiri, uiul bilver will maintain its? 
pariry, its equality as a money metal, 
witu gold without any effort whatever 
on tLo purl of Wall ^ireet .Republican*' 
and .Democrats, and the financial ques- 
tion will settle itself, business will re- 
vive, prices will advance and prosper- 
ity be restored to tuo country

The reunion of tne " old guard," the 


remnant of the famous " 306 " stalwarts 
who withstood the shook of thirty-&iv 
ballot*) with unbroken front in the 
Chicago convention of 18bO, and went 
down with Grant's banner lloating de- 
fiantly before the triumphant " half- 
breeds," was held in Philadelphia a few 
days ago The roll call showed that 
about eighty of the "306" had joined 
their chieftain on Eternity's shore, and 
that only sixty-eight were present. 
Several of the survivors had severed 
their connection with the Kepublicau 
party since the defeat of Grant at 
Chicago. They preferred Democracy 
to

Republicanism 


Among 
these is reckoned Judge 


Gresham, now secretary of state under 
Cleveland. 
Those present organized the "306" 
old guard association, of which ex- 
Governor Bontwell of Massachusetts 
was elected president. A sumptuous 
banquet was served and one hundred 
and flfty persons, many of whom 
were invited guests, participated in tht 
foa.«t. Speeches eulogistic of Grant, 
Tjogau and Gouklmg, were delivered, 
the object of the association being to 
keep greou the memories of those de- 
parted chiefs and foster a feeling oi 
comradisin among those who rallied to 
their standard and stood by their 
colors until overpowered by superior 
numbers in the Chicago convention oi 
1880. 


THK NEBRASKA BOODr,KBS. 


The legislature of Nebraska, after a

the same in effect as indictment by a 
grand jury. It does not necessarily 
prove the guilt of tho persons im- 
peached, but it conveys the idea that ii 
the evidence is unexplained it is suf- 
ficient, in the opinion of the legisla- 
ture, to warrant a conviction.

business is interrupted by reason of 
the indictment against the state of- 
ficers, in fact, the governor says it will 
be blocked until the trial is ended. rlhe 
officials set up the plea of jurisdiction 
but arguments have been heard on that 
plea and it was decided adversely to 
the officials. Judge Maxwell of the 
supreme court has now announced that 
tho trial of the impeached officials will 
begin on Monday, May 1st. and con- 
tinue without interruption until com- 
pleted. 


The officials are accused of high 
crimes and misdemeanors. Tt is alleged 
that they have misappropriated "public 
Hands, and robbed the people whose 
interests they were paid and sworn to 
protect. They conducted the affairs of 
state as if it was their duty to plunder 
the public whenever opportunity to do 
so offered itself. The trial of the case 
will be watched with interest, as it will 
doubtless reveal the methods adopted 


• by the officials to rob the people who 
intrusted them with the management 
of public affairs. 


DEADLY TEAS CYCLONE 


An Unsuccessful Attempt to 


tie Astes of Colntms. 


CLETELAKD IN 
CHICAGO. 


Cadmus an Easy Winner of the 


California Derby. 


Fearful Texas Cyclone. 


Special to the JOUBNAI*.] 


ST. Louis, April 29.—Very brief in- 


formation from the operator at Cisco, 
Texas, says: A cyclone blew the pas- 
senger depot to pieces and twenty-five 
people, who were standing on the plat- 
form, were killed outright. The freight 
depot was also destroyed and five 
miles of telegraph line literally swept 
out of existence. There was no tele- 
graphic communication 
with Cisco 


from 10 o'clock last night till 5:45 this 
evening. Every effort is being made 
to get the report of the storm. 


A correspondent learned from a pas- 


senger on the east-bound train this 
evening that the destruction by the 
cyclone at Cisco is simply apalling. 
There are not more than twenty-five or 
thirty houses standing and up to the 
time the train passed, about 2 o'clock 
this afternoon, twenty-one bodies had 
been recovered from the rums and 
there are ten or twelve more persons 
missing. 
Strong one-story buildings 


with walls two feet thick were leveled 
to the ground. 


A heavy freight engine and a whole 


train of cars were blown from the 
track and demolished and several 
iiundred feet of the sidetrack of the 
railroad torn up. 


The number of injured runs over one 


Hundred. 


Citizens grom Weatherford went out 


this morning to render any assistance 
possible. 


The building which Frank Hickman 


occupied was blown down and five 
children killed. Many telegrams ask- 
ing assistance have been received. 
They say more than four-fifths of the 
people are without houses and that 
aelp is needed to bury the dead and 
take care of the wounded and relieve 
those who lost everything. A special 
to the News says: Mayor Rollins rt- 
eived a message this afternoon from 
Oounty Judge Davenport of Eastland 
county and Mayor Graves of Cisco, 
appealing for aid for the storm suffer- 
ers at Cisco.

At Binggold, Montague county, the 


storm unroofed the house of Mrs. 
Birge, blew several freight cars off the 
sidetrack and caused the terrorized 
people to take refuge in a largo cellar 
where they suffered greatly from con- 
finement and suffocation. No one -was 
seriou&ly injured. 


K. F, Willie, who arrived from Dallas 


to-night, was at Cisco an hour and a 
half. He says twenty-one dead persons 
have been found and over one hundred 
wounded counted. Among the dead 
are Daniel Cameron, E. M. Whitesides, 
Sims, a Texas Central brakeman, Mrs. 
Chas. Jones and child, Mrs. J. T. 
Thompson and five children of Mr. 
Hickman, who were asleep in bed, and 
were crushed to death by the falling 
house. Hickman and wife had gone 
out to see what the roaring noise was 
and were blown off their feet. Hick- 
man is seriously injured.

Despite the northwest wind 
which was laden at the time with blind- 
ing rains, thousands of people assem- 
bled at various points to do homage to 
the distinguished arrivals. 
But en 


hour or two separated the time of the 
reception of the duke and president 
and each was given a series of ovations 
throughout the day. 
The president 


sought all the seclusion possible and 
departed somewhat from the program 
by taking a hurried visit in company 
with his cabinet to the world's fair 
grounds and seemed inclined to reserve 
his forces for Monday's ordeal. 


Equally impressive among the events 


of the day were the ceremonies attend- 
ing the installation of the historic old 
liberty bell in the tower of the Penn- 
sylvania building ^t the world's fair 
grounds. 


The world's fair epitome of the prog- 


ress of civilization was emphasized this 
af cernoon when Mrs. Potter Palmer, 
president of the board of lady mana- 
gers, stepped out from the throng of 
well dressed women gathered in the as- 
sjinbly room of the woman's building 
and bravely drove the last nail in that 
historic structure, the first of the kind 
ever built in connection with any In- 
tel-national expositica. 


Interesting exercises were held prev- 


ious to driving the nail, which was 
made by J. H.' Lyoa of Butte, Mont. 
It required several weeks constant 
work to make it. 


The metals in the nail and bro'ofch 


were all presented- by Montanans, the 
silver coming from the Granite mount- 
ain mine, the copper from the Parrot 
mine and the gold from the placers of 
Highland, south of Butte. 


The nail was driven with a silver 


hammer in the procenium arch of the 
assembly hall in the north end of the 
building.

Beports 
have been received from all national 
banks as to the amount of gold on 
hand on March 6th, last. As between 
New York and Chicago the reports 
show in New York $12,488,852 and in 
Chicago $14,824,660."

Washington City During the Civil "War- 


Its Growth Since I860. 


By C. D. Van Duzer. 


The slow and gradual growth of the 


city from 1820 until 1860 was marked 
by no noticeable change except an in- 
crease in population. It grew, very 
slowly in population and if anything 
uglier in appearance. 


HISTOIMOAL EPOCHS. 


This epoch was a great history mak- 


ing epoch. America had emerged from 
a threatening cloud—the revolution— 
with victory. In 1812 she again taught 
England her place. Her next trouble 
came from within and such conditions 
are always dangerous to a nation. She 
had reached that period in her growth, 
when the true strength of her inner 
constitution was to be tested. Her 
social and intellectual life was fresh, 
strong and vigorous. Men with views 
radically opposed contended for the 
ma&tery in the administration of her 
legislative affairs. The inflexible and 
unchanging New Englander opposed 
the active and democratic spirit of the 
south. Opinions so radically opposed 
and representing two contending forces 
could not long avoid a conflict. It was 
a rude shock, but the result was to 
weld the breach in the Union with the 
tears and the blood of a nation. Such 
a cement must outlast time itself. 
Just as the child advancing to man- 
hood's estate has a transition and char- 
acter forming period in life, so did this 
nation have its transition and charac- 
ter-forming period. From 1820 until 
1860 was the period. 


DURING THE CIVIL WAR, 


Washington city, at the opening of 


the great conflict, contained a popula- 
tion of 61,000 souls. In appearance the 
city was dirty and unimproved. The 
private houses were plain and inartis- 
tic, while the larga public buildings 
looked lo&t and lonely. During the 
war the entire attention of the nation 
naturally centered on the contest. 
Washington city was pre-eminently the 
great theater of action. Here on the 
border line between the cold and hardy 
north and the vt arm and tender south, 
where the winds of the north, laden 
with the odor oE balsam, mingled with 
the fragrance of the sweet magnolia of 
the south. 
These two tremendous 


forces met and struggled. But a few 
hundred miles southward was Bich- 
mond, the capital of the confederacy. 
Between the two capitals the soil is 
watered with the blood of many a bitter 
conflict. But over the battlefields now 
wave the velvet green of fields; over the 
unknown graveb have grown a new for- 
est, whose kindly branches shed a pro- 
tecting shade. Time and nature have 
eradicated all traces of the conflict 
from the face of mother earth; while 
good will, harmony and a rising gener- 
ation have eradicated all traces of it 
from the hearts of humanity. 


Washington city was the seat of the 


American government. Here were the 
master hands that directed the move- 
ments of this great conflict. In the 
White House sat the men who directed 
the movements of this great game of 
war chess. The green fields and tower- 
ing mountains formed the chess board 
and the citizens of America were the 
chessmen. The city became a living 
arsenal. A vast tented field surrounded 
the city; bristling breast works loomed 
up and formidable forts sprang into 
existence. 


History furnishes us with a faithful 


account of this memorable struggle 
with its bitter sweets. During this 
thrilling period was entirely neglected 
and for a number of years after and as 
late as 1871,-the government being en- 
grossed in the problems of reconstruc- 
tion, no attention was paid to a sadly 
neglected city which was now becoming 
ill-adapted in size and convenience to 
the needs of a great nation. Action 
was hastened by a demand from the 
now magically growing west that the 
capital take Horace Greeley's advice 
and " go west." The agitation assumed 
the garb of a s/erious possibility. Im 
mediate action by the district was 
necessary. 


GOVERNOR ALEXANDER SHEPHERD, 


A live business man, started the agita 
tion, and through his instrumentality 
congress provided a provincial anc 
territorial form of government for the 
territory, vesting the power in a gov 
ernor, a legislative council, and also 
created a board of public works. Alex 
ander Shepherd was made governor 
He took u-p the work of beautifying 
and improving the city, He became 
supreme. Streets were opened and wel 
paved. 
Trees were planted, swamps 


drained, hollows filled up, water-works 
erected and sewerage commenced. In 
order to do this money was necessary 
and he levied taxes which were very 
high. The people became discontented 
and in 1874 petitioned congress 
change the form of government, whicl 
was complied with. But Shepherd's 
good work had been accomplished. The 
swamps that had been drained by hii 
direction now forms the prettiest resi 
dence portions of the city. The tree 
planted under his direction have be 
come large and afford cooling shade t 
the strolling pedestrian. 
The las 


twenty years has witnessed a wonder 
ful growth in the city. Many fine ad 
ditions are being improved and thrown 
open. In the suburbs where not 
house is to be seen, finely paved street 
lined with trees are to be found wher 
choice selling lots are rapidly being 
disposed of at fabulous prices. To-da; 
the city of Washington has a popula 
tion of 240,000. It is rapidly increas 
ing. Many historic objects are to b 


Museums and art gallaries at 


oming graver and more attractive. Its 
ide, expanding growth is marvelous 


and it is assuming the royal purple of 


tie queen city of the world in social 
ease and intellectual brilliancy.
